THE BEACH is right outside this 
house in Marina del Rey, Califor- 
nia, but you’d never have known it 
from the dark and cramped mas- 
ter bath. Designer Daleet Spector 
reconfigured the space and added 
large windows to let in more 
light. “The clients don’t like a lot 
of color, so we worked with differ- 
ent textures instead,” she says. 

Plain shiplap on the walls, 
painted pure white, reinforces 
the casual cottage theme. And 
there’s something almost Japa- 
nese about the vanities, which 
manage to be rustic and sophis- 
ticated at the same time. They’re 
made of cast concrete, in two 
smooth blocks that seem to float 
over the oak cabinets. “Concrete 
can be a very sensuous material, 
almost soft to the touch,” Spec- 
tor says. “And the surface has a 
beautiful irregularity that feels 
organic.” Wall-mounted faucets 
free up space on the countertops 
and leave the lines uninterrupted. 
“The forms are very simple, and 
that helps make the room feel 
calm and serene.” 

Cement floor tiles pick up the 
gray and “add just the right 
amount of pattern,” Spector says. 
“And they’re cool and fresh on 
bare feet. The room is luxurious 
but in a very modern, under- 
stated way.” — Christine Pittel

In designer Benjamin Dhong’s house 
in California’s wine country, an origi- 
nal cloud painting by Sonoma artist 
Wade Hoefer accentuates the ethe- 
real character of the Montpellier 
^destal dining table from Zentique, 
and the vintage klismos armchairs 
by Michael Taylor. The Toscane stool 
is from Restoration Hardware, and 
the vintage Chinese horseshoe chair 
is a flea-market discovery, painted 
white. The bullet-shaped mold 
for a missile tip becomes a piece of 
sculpture, opposite: A 19th-century 
French apothecary cabinet from 
Heald^burg Vintage, repurposed as 
a hutch, presides over the kitchen.

JOSEPH GIOVANNINI: Howdidyou 
make a 1980s generic builder 
house in wine country look so 
Napa? 

BENJAMIN DHONG: This is an 
agrarian area, so I tried for an 
updated farmhouse feeling 
by keeping the simplicity of 
Greek Revival houses in 
mind— but without getting too 
historical. 1 didn’t want the 
place to feel old. So I combined 
flea-market hand-me-downs 
with straightforward utilitar- 
ian pieces from regular stores, 
and I mixed old and new. East 
and West Coast, low and high. 

I applied wabi-sabi — that Japa- 
nese idea of imperfection, 
irregularity, and serenity — to 
keep it all informal. 

Was designing for yourself 
different from designing for 
clients? 

It wasn’t, actually. My home 
reflects exactly what 1 do for 
clients, and that includes a great respect for 
the budget. 1 don’t like rooms where every 
item is expensive. 1 mix it up. My goal is to 
create beautiful rooms that are harmonious 
and soulful and never flashy — rooms that 
make you feel relaxed. I put in a lot of effort 
to achieve a design that does not look as 
though it’s trying too hard. 

How did you infuse so much character in such 
plain spaces on a budget? 

I couldn’t afford expensive moldings or even 
recycled materials, so I looked for the junki- 
est pieces 1 could find at the lumberyard — 
the more knots and flaws, the better. 1 
applied wide planks on walls and ceilings to 
create character and give the bland, abstract 
rooms scale. And I’m not a design snob: 1 
have no problem going into Cost Plus or CB2 
to find something that might work. 

With eclectic design, how do you know when 
to stop? When are there just too many styles? 
Decorating with an eclectic eye is risky. It 
has to be done deftly, with a certain restraint, 
otherwise it can look chaotic. I do combine a 
lot of different styles in my rooms, but there’s 
a balance. There’s French formal, some- 
thing Gustavian, old mercury lamps, things 
with a ’60s or ’70s vibe, export Chinese, and 
nautical, but spaced apart, and not all in the 
same room. I love a little glamour, but in the 
wrong place it can be vulgar. I choose things

that evoke a sense of history or have an intel- 
lectual thought, which come together in a 
room and agree in a dynamic, kismet way. 
Think of a captain in the old China trade who 
brings home souvenirs from his travels, but 
in the end it all works together and harmo- 
nizes because of something they have in 
common, an overlap. It’s not just a collection 
of things but a narrative, each piece com- 
menting on another in a little dance. 

It looks like you could walk right into the living 
room and plunk yourself down with a thick 
book. What’s your secret for creating that 
sense of welcome and comfort? 

Maybe it’s because I balance the humble and 
the dramatic. I also designed these multiple 
seating areas to flop and lounge, where peo- 
ple are not too far apart. One area catches the 
view, one soaks up the sun, you fall asleep in 
another. It’s not just visual comfort, but real 
comfort. In the living room, there’s a hard- 
backed chair, but also a tailored sofa by the 
fireplace and avery loungey, Moroccan-style 
divan. It’s all organized around a shaggy 
Moroccan tribal rug. 


The kitchen is like the inside 
of a Monopoly house, iconic 
and simple but voluminous. 
What was your strategy for 
tackling the size? 

Matthew MacCaul Turner, 
my architect, merged three 
of the original rooms and 
opened up the ceiling to the 
gable roof, and I broke up 
that room, which is 30 feet 
long, into dining and break- 
fast areas on either side of a 
kitchen. The vaulted ceiling 
adds drama and light, and I 
sheathed one side with 
12-inch planks to give it the 
texture of a farmhouse. I 
wanted this pure, beautiful 
space to feel like it was more 
than just a kitchen. 

The huge cabinet almost says 
cozy library. 

I believe in big pieces for big 
spaces, and a dear friend, 
the late designer Myra 
Hoefer, led me to an amazing 19th-century 
French apothecary case — a soulful piece of 
furniture that cost less than uppers would 
have. It anchors the space and gives it 
instant character. The cabinet is large 
enough to hold most of my dishware, a mot- 
ley collection of white china. For juxtaposi- 
tion, I made the island very modern and 
encased it in a block of Carrara marble. 

The art you choose is not Just art, and the 
mirrors are not just mirrors — you use both 
very strategically. 

I’m adding character and uniqueness. 
Paintings can bring in personality. I had a 
leftover piece of cloudy Fornasetti wallpaper, 
which I backed with a jigsawed piece of ply- 
wood and hung over the fireplace. Besides 
drama, this piece gave the room a modern, 
graphic sense that’s unique. And you can 
never have too many mirrors. Their reflec- 
tivity adds an unexpected dimension to a 
room, and sometimes mystery. I love the 
patina of antique mirrors. 

I see a lot of white. 

I paint things white to make them look ethe- 
real. Most of the old pieces I painted were 
just “airport souvenirs,” but special ones I 
left natural; the woods act as an accent. If 
you have a room that’s all period, your eyes 
glaze over. When you do the unexpected, it 
forces you to look with fresh eyes.

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HISTORY IN 

THE MAKING 

WITH HIS TRADEMARK FLAIR, DESIGNER 
STEVEN GAMBREL IMBUES A NEW 
HOUSE IN THE HAMPTONS WITH THE 
WELL-AGED LOOK AND STATELY 
ELEGANCE OF A EUROPEAN ESTATE.

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In the spacious living room, the paired sofas 
aren’t a pair — the one tucked in a niche is covered 
in a Hinson chenille, the other in a Jane Churchill 
fabric. The vintage coffee tables were given brand- 
new tops in Gascogne Blue stone and are offset, 
which “works so much better than a single table 
when your sofas are perpendicular,” Gambrel says. 
Custom club chairs in a Pindler fabric and 
ottoman in a Keleen leather. Curtains and Roman 
shades in Arabel Fabrics’ Slubby linen with trim 
in Rogers & GofRgon’s Shaker. Windows and doors 
painted in Pratt & Lambert’s Lava. 










CAROL PRISANT; Somethingfeels SO European 
about this house — I can’t pin it down beyond a 
timeless, refined mood. 

STEVEN GAMBREL: The owner is Spanish, and 
he wanted this house, near the beach in 
Southampton, New York, to reflect that. I 
was involved in its construction from the 
start, so we were able to source some fur- 
nishings while it was still being built: the 
Spanish doors in the hall, for example. Being 
part of the conversation early on allows the 
luxury of designing the opening for the 
doors, rather than the other way around. 
Isn’t it risky buying things on spec like that? 
Whatdoyou do ifyourclientdoesn’t likethem? 
If I can’t convince them, I have this really big 
warehouse in New Jersey. You’d love it! 

A sense of humor is obvious, from the witty 
mantel arrangement in the dining room to the 
bold window trims. 

With those small-scale objects on a grand 
mantel, I simply wanted to add a little irrev- 
erence to what can often be a stodgy space. 
That’s the type of thing that keeps a room 
from looking too studied, too symmetrical. 
And as for the window trim, I love unex- 
pected colors there. They lend clarity to the 
landscape outside. In addition, the “sea- 
side” color we used on the living room 
windows, for instance, is picked up in the 
textiles and ties all the pillows to the back- 
ground. In the kitchen, on the other hand, 
the window-trim color doesn’t really match 
the banquette. It’s stronger. 

What would you call that color? 

I’d call it cantaloupe. The orange of the ban- 
quette has more pink in it. I love the way 
those two colors react against each other. 
You’re known for your kitchens, which often 
have a Continental flavor. How do you make 
each one unique? And so fresh? 

I think a kitchen should feel integral to the 
spirit of the homeowner but also reflect the 
architectural details of the house and its 
decorating schemes. That sort of integrity 
means that the materials and layout, down 
to the details like the profiles of cabinets, 
need to derive from my client’s lifestyle 
requirements. Here, I was asked for a proper, 
traditional kitchen, but the owner also 


wanted it to have hits of summertime, 
because this is a summer house, after all. 
And aren’t big banquettes pretty traditional? 
They’re so 1940s and ’50s. 

They are, and so are those countertops, 
which I did in good old Carrara marble with 
a high-honed finish. A “hangout space,” with 
a sofa and lamps and chairs — that’s a much 
more recent idea. And speaking of lamps, do 
you know what appealed to me most about 
the vintage brass lamp? That great orange 
base. Look carefully at the pair of hanging 
kitchen fixtures, too. You’ll see the brass is 
edged in orange leather. 

There are scores of tiny touches like that here. 
The kitchen hardware almost looks antique. 
The hardware is actually modern brass that 
I had antiqued. It lends genuine warmth to 
a room, and that’s why I frequently have 
handles and pulls replated in antiqued 


nickel or English brass. The 
same hardware is in the 
dressing room, because I 
like to use identical hard- 
ware throughout when I 
can. It brings a subtle cohe- 
siveness to a house. 

And what about those sur- 
prising flowered shades? 
The wife wanted her 
kitchen to feel feminine, 
and the shades certainly 
are, although the spacing of 
the flowers keeps them 
fresh. She’d once had a 
kitchen with a painted floor 
she really liked, so we re- 
created it here in a cool 
celery-white. 

Did she choose those dining 
room chairs? Usually they 
would match, but these are 
two entirely different styles. 
That was my decision. But 
when the client said that 
this room was going to be 
primarily a winter room, I 
paneled it in cerused oak, 
which makes it cozy. I kept 
it from feeling too dark by 
choosing armchairs with open backs that 
allow the light to pass through. The side 
chairs, however, are a classic klismos style. 
They have red leather fronts, while their 
backs are the same lozenge pattern as the 
armchairs. Tying it all together are the red, 
blue, and gray striped curtains. 

You’ve got undercurrents of blue in every 
room, from the kitchen’s pastels to the master 
bedroom’s indigos. Those are almost black. 
The curtains in that room are a beautiful, 
inky batik. Plus, we have different batiks 
on the pillows and the fabric insets in the 
dressing room closet doors. Did you notice 
the rug in that bedroom? It has a sand- 
washed quality. It’s feminine, but it’s not. 
Feminine seems like a novelty these days, as 
are the baby-blue wicker sofas on the loggia. 
The loggia is off the kitchen, so you’ve seen 
that blue before. I like the way it adds color 
and variety out there. 

Why no screens or shades? 

There’s no way to shut down the room. We 
did a really big fireplace so the space could 
be used well into fall. I think that’s why they 
use this room so much — certainly a part of 
why they say they really love this house.

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ALICE GORDON: Serenity seems key 
to your design. When your own 
Beacon Hill house was featured in 
House Beautiful [March 2014], one 
style blogger wrote, “Is this what 
heaven looks like? Wowza!” 



NINA FARMER: Serenity is impor- 
tant to my work. Most of us want 
to come home to a relaxed atmo- 
sphere. It’s a balancing act — find- 
ing the right amount of color and 
juxtaposition of different styles. 

Rooms need to flow and feel natu- 
ral. Nothing should be jarring. 

Your clients for this project also 
wanted a house in your neighbor- 
hood, which took a year to find. 

That can’t have been relaxing. 

I went to every showing in the 
area for them, which was very 
interesting! It helped that the 
wife and I grew up together in 
Connecticut, and I understood 
what she and her husband hoped 
to find for themselves and their 
two small children. They had a short list of 
requirements, all tricky for a historic house, 
but they were willing to wait. This was the 
first place with the right potential. 

What was on their must-have list? 

They wanted a kitchen with easy access 
from the front door, for the best light and cir- 
culation. They didn’t want to spend most of 
their time in the basement, where many of 
Boston’s brownstone kitchens still are. This 
one was, too, but the front door led to a great 
double-parlor space, where the previous 
owners had entertained. I knew we could 
move the kitchen there and make it a spec- 
tacular place to gather. 

What else was on their list? 

Outdoor space and expansive rooms — hard 
to come by in the city. Luckily, a deck had 
already been built on top of what’s now the 
playroom, which adjoins the den and back- 
yard on the basement-garden level. But 
instead of spaciousness, the top three floors 
had too many rooms. We lowered the num- 
ber: one master bedroom and bathroom on 
the second floor, two kids’ rooms on the third, 
and one study plus one guest room at the top. 
Working in a hallowed historic neighborhood 
must be a bit challenging. 

Actually, I prefer a project with some kind of 
built-in vernacular. It gives you jumping-off 
points. A house like this has roots, unlike a 
new house that you have to invent a story for.

It sets a tone and gives me elements to refer 
back to while respectfully working for a 
more current feeling. 

What existing features led the design way? 
We let the original window moldings estab- 
lish what we’d do with the crown. We looked 
for Federalist elements, like the mirror in 
the master dressing area, to nod to the 
neighborhood’s origins. And we embraced 
the brass that preservation regulations 
require outside, on every front door in Bea- 
con Hill. We intertwined it with nickel, and 
some copper and painted metal, to achieve a 
traditional and contemporary mix. 

You don’t often see teal in an otherwise black- 
and-white palette. Where did it come from? 
The Boston Athenaeum is a historic library 
right up the street, and I love its metal- 
studded leather doors. The doors are red, but 
I wondered what they’d look like in teal. And 
then came the impulse to use a soft teal 
throughout the house. 

Descendingto the garden-level den you sud- 
denly see honey brown, a departure from the 
graphic look above. 

The ceilings are a lot lower down there, and 
once the kitchen disappeared it was clear not 
much was going on. The idea was to add 


some character. We focused on warmth, 
with cerused white-oak paneling. I raised 
the teal up a notch in intensity, and the 
cognac was for balance. 

There’s a lot of custom furniture in this house. 
Many people order furniture online, and 
they don’t always know what they’re getting. 
I do custom work often because every house 
has its own peculiar needs. In the living 
room, we wanted a sofa to seat a good num- 
ber of people without blocking circulation to 
the deck behind it. We came up with an exag- 
gerated chesterfield style. The kitchen furni- 
ture was about using metals and wood and 
stone to balance the same tones in the other 
end of the room. So, for instance, the black 
marble in the living room talks to the black 
counters in the kitchen. 

How did all of those stairs figure into the 
renovation? 

The original stairs had tight winders at the 
top of each floor, so we rebuilt them for more 
generous circulation. Since the family was 
going to spend a lot of time in the stairwell — 
the house has five floors — I wanted to treat 
it as its own room and give it some special 
touches. I didn’t know the staircase would 
become one of the stars of the show!

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LISA c REG AN: Romping kids, jumping dogs, 
leapingfish — what’s going on here? 

CAITLIN MORAN: This house is so full of life, 
it’s crazy. With lo- and seven-year-old boys, 
a five-year-old daughter, two dogs, and a pet 
gecko, my clients do have a lot going on! So 
when you see the dining room from the front 
door — full of color and whimsy, fish, wiste- 
ria, dragonflies, lily pads — ^you get it. It per- 
fectly represents this high-energy 
family. “Playful” is the feeling I was 
trying to evoke. And I carried the 
wallpaper’s olives, oranges, and sil- 
very blues right into the living room. 

Wasn’t that a difficult palette to tame? 

I used blue as the neutral, a nice, 
quiet shade to make the living room’s 
grass-cloth walls and sofa feel soft 
and relaxed — sunlight reflects off the 
silvery tones and gives everything a 
warm glow. And I practically ban- 
ished white. The living room trim and 
doors are painted pale pistachio-gray 
for subtlety. The dining room base- 
board is a shade that melts into the 
silk wallpaper. This was such a les- 
son for me. Picking a trim color other 
than white or eggshell can have out- 
standing results. 

And you’ve deployed a dazzling array 
of pattern. 

The textiles feel collected, maybe 
found in Morocco or India. But trust 
me, they weren’t! This couple has 
young children, and so do I — a five- 
year-old daughter and lo-month-old 
twins — and none of us are taking any 
exotic vacations these days. I thought 
I’d bring a little taste of travel into their 
lives. The motif on the green armchair in the 
living room might be something you’d see 
etched onto the side of a building in Mum- 
bai, the purple chair is a slightly offbeat ikat, 
and the rug feels Turkish. The antique cov- 
erlet in the master bedroom could have been 
discovered in some North African bazaar 
and just flung over the bed. And the master 
bath is tiled entirely in a Moorish-patterned 
moonstone mosaic tile — it gives off these 
beautiful opalescent pinks and makes 
everyone look fabulous. 

There’s a whiff of foreign intrigue in the 
kitchen, too. 

This Moroccan tile backsplash is a favorite 
of mine, inspired by the house’s Mediterra- 
nean Revival architecture. But not to overdo 
it, I used a soft pale-blue subway tile for the 


wainscot — to protect walls from bumping 
backpacks and messy fingerprints. The 
kitchen is new, part of a gut renovation that 
expanded this 1920 house from a 2,900- 
square-foot ranch to a 6,500-square-foot, 
three-story family home. 

I count two dishwashers, three ovens, and a 
huge refrigerator-freezer. I hope someone 
actually cooks here. 


The wife is an avid cook, and she was very 
focused on the kitchen. The counters are 
Pietra Grigio — a durable stone with a little 
blue to marry with the tile. But the island’s 
top is solid brown granite, very handsome 
and totally bulletproof. She can roll out pas- 
try dough on it or bring pots right from oven 
to counter. It’s very hardworking, like her. 
Whenever I visit, she’s invariably preparing 
a meal, taking something out of the oven, or 
talking about what she’ll be cooking later. I 
could never envision her in a white kitchen. 


Seeing all the pattern and life in the rest of 
the home, a white kitchen would feel drasti- 
cally wrong. Too restrained with everything 
happening here. 

Even the woodwork itself seems to be in 
high spirits. 

Our goal was to find a finish that felt like oak 
in its natural state, not cerused or manipu- 
lated. This stain makes the wood look like 
it was simply cut from the tree and 
sealed. You see every grain — from 
honey to blond to a light cocoa color. 
With floor-to-ceiling cabinets, this 
kitchen still feels so airy. 

I’ve always admired kitchens with no 
upper cabinets, with simple open 
shelves, but that’s not for the families 
I work with. You need closed cabinets 
when you’re filling them with plastic 
bowls and sippy cups; it’s a reality of 
having young children. We used a few 
glass fronts to add a little sparkle, and 
then we painted the walls a soft ecru, 
with the ceiling a slightly lighter 
version of that — a trick that makes 
the room feel sunny, even on a dark 
day. The brass hardware helps too. It 
brings in bright zing and hints at the 
house’s other golds, such as the din- 
ing room chandelier and powder room 
sink. It’s not a popular opinion, but 
I think brass and copper are much 
livelier than silver. 

The meadows of the San Francisco Pre- 
sidio are only a block away. Did having 
1,500 acres of parkso close by influence 
the decorating? 

I wasn’t purposely trying to channel 
the park, but I did bring it inside in subtle 
ways: the seaweed pillow in the daughter’s 
room and the clover print on her headboard, 
for instance. But, really, all these fanciful 
textiles — the botanical pattern in the read- 
ing nook and the cosmos shapes on a family 
room chair — are meant to spur the kids’ 
imaginations. I think your childhood home 
can inspire you for life. Growing up, my bed- 
room curtains had a forest scene with little 
bunnies and owls. To this day, it makes me 
happy to think about them.

CHRISTINE PITTEL: Pink! That’s a surprise. 

KENFULKiIt came out of the idea of celebrating 
New Orleans. The pink island is the color of 
crayfish and boiled shrimp. Then the cabinets 
are oyster gray. 1 couldn’t take another all-white 
kitchen, especially in this city. New Orleans is 
sexy and intoxicating. It’s all about color. 

And the brick wall gives you a lot of patina. 

Guess what? It’s not brick. It’s this wonderful 
rough-hewn terra-cotta tile, and we used it 
all across the wall and up to the ceiling, so it has 
more impact than the typical backsplash. The 
house is a beautiful 1850s center-hall Colonial, 
and this back part was added on later. 1 wanted 
to give it a story, as if it were an outbuilding 
that evolved into a kitchen over time. 

What was your biggest move? 

We took down a wall between the kitchen and 
the family room to open up the space. The couple 
who live here have three teenagers and a large 
extended family. They’re entertaining all the 


time, so we reclaimed the old playroom for the 
parents and turned it into a library/cocktail 
lounge. In New Orleans, everyone needs a bar! 
Clearly they like to cook, because you could feed an 
army from that huge island. What’s on top of it? 
Black Caesarstone. 1 like a bit of drama, and black 
will dress up any space. When 1 saw KitchenAid’s 
new line of blackened steel appliances, 1 had to 
have them, and blackened metal became a thread. 
It reappears in the barstools, the pendants, the 
breakfast table, and the mesh in the mudroom 
cabinets, and we used it as a band along the open 
shelves and the island’s countertop. It’s a great 
detail with a slight industrial edge. 

How would you describe this kitchen? 

It’s very personal. This is not a fantasy kitchen 
in some showhouse. Real people live here. 

And it’s a quirky old house with lots of idiosyn- 
cracies. The wood floors slope. They’re nicked 
and stained, but we embraced those imperfec- 
tions. It’s part of the true beauty of this place.

The family dog has 
his own niche, with food and water 
dishes incorporated into the cabi- 
net to cut down on spills. 
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“I love the idea of something old, and this antique zinc 
table looks as if it could have been dragged in from the 
garden,” says Fulk. He surrounded it with 19th-century 
Swedish chairs and a banquette that “encourages people 
to get comfortable.” Pillows by Loloi. Wedgwood china 
in Pashmina and Palladian patterns. Toledo sconces by 
Troy Lighting “bring the light down off the ceiling, which 
is kinder to your^face.”

The bar is made up of Thomasville 
Cabinetry components in the 
same Cabbott style as in the 
kitchen, but this time in the Black 
finish. Countertop and back- 
splash in Caesarstone’s Vanilla 
Noir. American Standard sink. 

Ice maker and wine refrigerator, 
both by KitchenAid. left: The 
gray, black, and cream palette 
feels cool even on the hottest 
New Orleans night. Carlisle sofa 
and Thatcher wingback chair 
from Pottery Barn. Crocodile side 
tables. Tramp mirror. Retriever 
lamp, and Luggage table, all from 
the Ken Fulk Collection for Pottery 
Barn. Anastasia rug by Loloi. 


OPPOSITE: Faced in tufted leather, 
the Chesterfield bar from Pottery 
Barn adds another serving surface 
“and a little swagger to the room,” 
Fulk says. He designed the Admiral 
barstools for Pottery Barn. Guests 
invariably reach out to touch the 
Crocodile metal side tables, cast 
with a crocodile-skin texture. 
“They’re chic and practically inde- 
structible,” he explains. “And they 
add that worldly travel vibe.” The 
travel theme also prompted the 
hand-drawn mural. Fulk is a great 
fan of scenic wallpapers and 
decided to create his own version, 
personalized for this space. The 
walls were covered in Curtis linen 
by Thibaut, and then artist Rafael 
Arana sketched various scenes 
evoking the old New Orleans water- 
front. An Uni pendant by Troy 
Lighting is the finishing touch. 
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The porch stretches across the 
back of the house and is furnished 
as an outdoor room, complete 
with living and dining areas, “to 
bring the warmth of the kitchen 
right through the doors,” Fulk says.

“They make you feel like you’re 
on vacation in your own home,” 
says Fulk. The color is a variation on 
the shrimp pink that accents the 
kitchen. The mix of patterns, includ- 
ing the pillows on the custom 
hanging swing, is bright and bold: 
“You can turn up the volume when 
you’re outdoors.” Lane Venture’s 
Park Shore dining table is a sophis- 
ticated take on a picnic table. It’s 
surrounded by the Park Shore 
bench and Bennett side chairs slip- 
covered in a casual stripe, all by 
Lane Venture.
